Strong Speeches ou the Chi­ 
nese Question. 


UAKKISOS’ri RECORD 
EXPOSED. 


Dennis Kearney and Stephen Mabell 
on 
the 
Democratic 
Ticket. 


The blaze of bonfires in the vicinity of 
the Democratic wigwam on Franklin ami 
New High streets last night attracted a 
large number of persons who were not 
aware that Dennis Kearney and Stephen 
Mabell were about to address the work­ 
ingmen of L ob Angeles on the Chinese 
question and the general issues of the 
campaign. By 7 :30 the plot of ground 
was densely packed by an im patient 
multitude, every seat on the capacious 
stands being occupied long before that 
time. The platform was soon afterwards

by

and 
then 
a 
round 
of 
applause 
rang 
out 
as

Kearney 
ap­ 
peared 
upon 
the 
sceue and seated 
himself in the center of the stage. After 
á musical overture by the orchestra, Mr. 
W. A. Cole, president of the evening, 
advanced to the front, and in a laudatory 
manner introduced Mr. Kearney to the 
audience. 
As soon as the applause had 
subsided, the gentleman named entered 
into a history of Chinese labor in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Speaking of the low wages for 
which the Mongolians will work, he 
said: “ Id there a California boy or girl 
who can compete with this horde of de­ 
based labor? 
To do this they would 
would have to strip to the buff and go to 
the gutter and live on rice, fricaeeed rats, 
baked 
snails 
and 
garbage. 
Sup­ 
pose a 
United 
States 
Senator 
in 
the 
.Senate 
Cham ber 
voted 
that 
your 
boys and 
your 
girls 
should 
not have to compete with these serfs on 
this soil would not you say, ‘God bless 
you, you voted to protect my boy and 
girl and in that sense you are a protec­ 
tionist.’ 
But suppose a senator did as 
Mr. Harrison did and voted to flood this 
country with the cheapest labor ou earth 
would not say, “ Confound you, Mr. 
Harrison, you have voted th at my chil­ 
dren shall have to contend with this 
Chinese invasion, and iu that sense you 
are a free-trader.” You doubtless re­ 
member the anti-Chinese agitation that 
was started in California in 1887 and for 
which I stumped the State in the year 
following. 
The 
result 
of 
that 
brought 
about 
the 
Fifteen 
Pas­ 
senger 
bill, and 
w hat 
became of 
it? It passed Congress by a unanimous 
Democratic vote against the unanimous 
vote of the Republicans and finally 
reached the President’s hands. 
W hat 
became of it then? W hy, Rutherford B. 
H ayes vetoed it, and it is not necessary 
to say that he is a Republican.” 
“ Chang Chee Ton of Canton is the 
greatost Chinese slave-trader in the 
world. 
He ships his serfs here from the 
English port of Hong Kong and his 
agents, the Chinese Six Companies of 
San Francisco, receive 60 cents out of 
every dollar earned by their contract 
slaves. W hen in these early days of the 
Chinese agitation Chang saw the tide 
that was rising against him and the uec- 
essary curtailm ent of his income he 
set to work to defeat the plans of the 
American people. 
He went 
to the 
American missionaries in China, and 
got them to appeal to their relatives in 
the United States, and that was the 
source of the movement in favor of the 
pigtailers that came first from the New 
England States, and then from Indiana, 
the headquarters of Chinese mission- 
aryiem in this country. In scouring the 
land to find a willing tool to serve their 
purpose, Chang’s agents went to Indian­ 
apolis, and there found their man in Ben­ 
jamin Harrison. 
He sat down in his 
private office and wrote a book called 
‘the Chinese in America,’ in which he 
contended that Congress could not pass 
any law to provent Chinese immigration, 
anil that the Mongolians coming hero 
were 
entitled 
to the 
same rights 
and privileges accorded to the English, 
French, Irish and German. 
He further 
said that the people oi California who 
weré opposed to the Chinese were worse 
than the Chinese themselves, and this 
work so well answered Chang’s purpose 
that he had millions of copies of it print­ 
ed and circulated all through the coun­ 
try, one copy being sent to every Con­ 
gressman and' statesman, and it is well 
known that the book had a great deal to 
do with getting Mr. Hayes to veto the 
Fifteen Passenger bill. 
In 1680 the 
pl.q! form of both parties, however, con­ 
tained 
ANTI-CHINESE PLANKS. 
And while supporting the Republicans, 
Harrison stumped the State of Indiana 
on 
this 
Anti-Chinese platform 
and 
finally got himself into the United States 
Senate. This same plank on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket also sent to the Senate, 
General J . F . Miller from California, one 
of the bravest, most able and most schol­ 
arly men that ever t*ntered that august 
body. General Miller introduced a bill 
which lias since been known as the 
Restriction bill, and which has been do­ 
ing all the anti-Chinese work until the 
other day, when President Cleveland 
signed that magnificent piece of legisla­ 
tion, the Exclusión bill. 
Well, when 
this bill of General M iller’s was being 
voted on what action did Harrison take? 
Ho took his 
stand 
in 
favor 
of 
the Chinese and said, ‘If I vote for Mr. 
Miller’s bill I will perjure myself, for I 
took an oath to support the constitution, 
and this measure will violate the treaty 
with C hina.’ 
Mr. Miller then read to 
him the plank of the Republican plat­ 
form which reverted to the Chinese in­ 
vasion and asked him if he m eant to vio­ 
late his party’s pledges. 
Mark Mr. H ar­ 
rison’s reply. H e said : ‘The gentleman 
from California represents the hoodium3 
of the Pacific Coast; I represent the 
conservatism of Indiana.’ ” 
“ I ask the hoodlums of Los Angeles if 
they will vote for a m an who thus slap­ 
ped them in the face. 
Now comes a 
point I want you to notice. The Re­ 
publicans tell us th at in 1884 Harrison 
voted for the Fair Restriction bill. Ad­ 
mitting that he did so I ask when was 
he the perjurer and the demagogue, in 
1882 or in 1886 for the treaty w ith China 
had not been changed. 
B ut I deny that 
he voted for the Fair bill. 
Senator Fair 
says that Harrison was not in the Sen­ 
ate at the time nnd I will tell you where 
ho was.

W hen Chang Chee Ton had 
succeeded iu ram ming his chief advocate 
iii this country down tho throata of the 
Republicans he did not stop there but 
got the rest of his ticket to suit his pur­ 
pose equally well. 
He went to England 
and got Morton, the Englieh agent of the 
Chinese slave merchants and the owner 
of a line of ships plying between Hong­ 
kong and Vancouver, which bring 399 
out of 400 of the Mongolians who are 
landed 
from 
Levi 
Pigtail 
Mor­ 
ton’a 
boats 
and 
are 
smuggled 
in 
under 
the 
shadow 
of 
the 
night and in defiance of our laws. 
He 
is also the largest owner of a line of 
English military railroad. 
But 
our 
Irish friends will say that he gave the 
starving Irish *‘25,000. 
Y es; because 
what is the use of a dead Irishm an to an 
English banker who gets his money 
from squeezing and oppressing the poor 
of England, Scotland and Ireland? The 
Queen of England, who used to bring 
black slaves to Virginia and the East in 
days gone by, now subsidizes Mr. Mor­ 
ton to the tune of $300,000 per annum to 
bring yellow slaves to the Pacific coast. 
Let mo give you another instance to 
show you who is handling the Repub­ 
lican party and you will be satisfied that 
it is the Chinese, Bure enough. 
I have 
here (producing a copy of the Chronicle) 
the advertisem ent page of one of the 
leading Republican papers of the Coast. 
In one column is a call from the Repub­ 
lican State Central Committee, signed by 
W. H . Dimond and on another is a list 
of steam ers sailing to and from China, 
and this is signed by the same man. 
Yes, Mr. Dimond, who tells the Republi­ 
can party of this State w hat to do, is the 
man who has 370 pigtails at the present 
m om ent on board one of his Bhips, the 
City of New York, waiting to land at San 
Francisco.” 
Mr. Kearney concluded his telling 
speech by predicting that 
California 
would poll a majority of 40,000 tor Cleve­ 
land, and resumed his seat, amidst 
thunders of applause. 
MR. MABELL’S SPEECH. 
Mr. Mabell said th at in 1884 Blaine 
was the white-plumed knight of Nararre 
but that now he is the white-plumed 
knight of Chinarre. 
“ Blaine,” continu­ 
ed the speaker, “ carries Harrison in one 
pocket and Morton in the other and 
changes the movements of his party 
with a 
magnetic 
influence. 
He 
is 
now going through the United States 
stating that the more the American people 
are taxed, the higher are their wages. 
But do not the taxes come from the peo­ 
ple and does it seem likely that the more 
you pay for an article the' better off you 
are a t the end of the year?” 
Mr. Mabell then illustrated with a 
piece of paper the difference of a person’s 
wealth, cutting off first interest on capi­ 
tal, then a piece for rents, and then for 
taxes, and asked how the balance stood 
if you cut of a small chunk for taxes in­ 
stead of a large one. 
Mr. Mabell spoke 
of the able manner in which Grover 
Cleveland had come to the front and 
handled the surplus question and then 
ridiculed Blaine’s proposition of keeping 
the taxes up and let 400 or 500 millón 
of dollars accumulated with which to 
pay off the National debt. 
Speaking of 
the pension vetoes, Mr. Mabell drew 
attention to the fact that although Mr. 
Cleveland had vetoed 202 claims the 
Republicans appear to have lost sight of 
the fact that he has signed 13,064 appli­ 
cations, only about 300 less than the 
combined totals of claims passed by the 
five preceeding Republican Presidents. 
The orator then spoke of the steel cruis­ 
ers built and in com se of construction 
under the Democratic administration, 
and finished his masterly effort by say­ 
ing that at the election lie is satisfied 
th at California will wheel out of the

Democratic ranks; Oregon will redeem 
herself; New Jersey will go for Cleve­ 
land and the people, Ohio break the 
strong Republican majority and Indiana 
and New York declare themselves sup­ 
porters of the Democratic ticket that 
offers to the people a good and just gov­ 
ernm ent.

also thought best th at everybody who 
owned an infested orchard should be or­ 
dered to clear out [the pest if possible. 
The ordinance adopted some tim e since 
by the Council was read and it wae 
found th at the m atter properly rested 
with the Police Commissioners and it 
was decided to refer it to th at body with 
a recommendation th at copies of the 
ordinance be printed and served by the 
Police officers.

The Sprinkling contractor was ordered 
to sprinkle Soto street which was re­ 
ported to have been neglected. 
A complaint from Mr. L. A. Holcomb 
that an outhouBe on the corner of Hawk­ 
ins and H anson streets in East Los An­ 
geles, was a nuisance and a breeding 
place for diptheria, was referred to the 
Health Officer with instructions toabate.

THE WOLFF CASE. 
T e stim o n y In tro d u c e d fo r «he D e­ 
fe n d a n ts. 
The Wolff murder trial still attracts 
considerable attention, there being a 
crowded court-room at every session. 
The first witness on the stand yesterday 
morning was Mr. George T. Ineley, City 
Marshal of Santa Ana, who testified that 
on the road to Santa Ana Wolff told him 
that Wilson had said lie kissed Mrs. 
Wolff twice, and that he loved her and 
was going to write her a letter. Wolff 
had told him this in reply to a question 
as to the cause of the shooting. 
W. B. Vanhoosen, a clerk at the hotel 
at San Juan-by-the-Sea, said he had 
heard the shots and had run from the 
interior of the building to the porch 
where Wilson’s body was. Wilson was 
on his back, and witness had turned him 
over so as to let the blood run out of his 
month. 
Robert L. King, a bartender for Chas. 
Potter, who kept a tent saloon at San 
Juan-by-the-Sea, said that Wolff and Pe­ 
terson were at the tent for about 
half 
an 
hour 
on 
the 
morn­ 
ing of 
the shooting. 
While there 
Wolff had said that he had come down 
to have a settlement with Wilson. 
The prosecution closed with this wit­ 
ness and an adjournment was taken un­ 
til half past 1 o’clock. 
In the afternoon session the attorney 
fcr the defense outlined the direction 
which the testimony in behalf of the 
Wolffs and Peterson would take in a 
speech of about an hour's duration. He 
declared that it would be shown that 
Wilson was a bad man, especially when 
he was drunk, and that Wolff had been 
for some time in fear of his life from his 
display of violence. In this way the 
counsel claimed it would be shown that 
the homicide was justifiable. 
The first witness for the defense was 
Dolores Garcia, a saloon keeper of San 
Juan Capistrano, who testified that he 
saw Wilson drunk on the day that the 
shooting occurred. 
George E. Freeman, a San Juan Justice 
of the Peace.told how Wolff' came to him 
accompanied by his wife, and asked that 
a warrant be issued for the arrest of Wil­ 
son, two days before the quarrel culmin­ 
ated in the letter’s death. 
J. E. Baker, a Justice of the Peace 
from San Juan Capistrano, testified to a 
cali from Wolff, when the latter asked 
for a warrant to arrest Wilson. The 
second time Wolff came the warrant 
would 
have 
been 
issued 
had 
not some 
special 
business 
de­ 
tained the magistrate. 
The next day 
Wolff thought better of the matter and 
said he would not take action against 
Wilson as yet. To the testimony of Jus­ 
tice Baker, the constable, A. W. Weber 
added a few corroborative facts and told 
how Wilson would get very drunk at 
times and was then quite abusive. 
M. Mendelssohn, the postmaster and 
principal store-keeper at San Juan, next 
took the stand and testified as to the 
character of Wilson when under the in­ 
fluence of liquor. On one occasion Wil­ 
son had driven into town with Mrs. Wolff 
in the same buggy and when asked about 
it afterward bad said that she was his 
sister. When reminded of the fact that 
this could hardly be as be was English and 
she was German, he remarked that she 
wasn’t exactly his sister, but something 
better than that. The witness told the 
Wolffs of this utterance and Wilson was 
very angry with him because he did bo. 
Early in the month of May Wolff visited 
the witness’s house and was taken sick, 
perhaps from drink, and was delirious. 
During that time he continually called 
out for protection against some one who 
he said was endeavoring to murder 
him, and he showed his throat, 
which was 
all bruised. 
Witness 
understood this to mean Wilson. Wit­ 
ness saw Wilson three days before the 
shooting. He then inquired whether it 
was the witness who had been saying 
bad things of him to the Wolffs, and 
threatened to thrash him for it. On 
cross-examination Mendelssohn said that 
Mrs. Wolff and Wilson seemed to be on 
pleasant terms when they were riding 
together, and that he saw them riding 
together at sundry times. B. F. Golden, 
a San Juan blacksmith, was called to 
corroborate part of this narration. He 
was then allowed to go, which he did 
with evident satisfaction, announcing 
fhat he had a family of eight children to 
look out for. A. B. Cook, a young sur­ 
veyor, was next called, and he told how 
on the day of the shooting Wilson got on 
the train with him to go to Santa Ana, 
but that catching a glimpse of the Wolffs 
he said, "There is a party I want to see” 
and got off the car. He was drunk. 
The testimony of Cook closed the 
afternoon’s s< ssion and the Court ad­ 
journed until 10 o’clock this morning. 
FIRST-STREET PAVING. 
Ju d g e O’.llelv en y D ecide* iu F a v o r 
o l (lie ff’ro p e rty O w ner*. 
Judge O’Melveny yesterday morning 
decided the case of Amos M. Austin 
against General John M. Baldwin, 
involving the paving of First street. It 
will be remembered that some time since 
the City Council advertised for bids for 
the paving of First street, from Fort 
street to Center. When the bids were 
received it was found that contractor 
Sheerer had sent in the lowest bid and 
the Council awarded the contract to him. 
Under the Vrooman act the property 
owners have the right, within a specified 
time, to take the work, and Amos M. 
Austin, the plaintiff in this case repre- 
B'nted the property owners, and asked 
for the award of 
the 
contact. 
Baldwin refused to execute the contract 
on grounds fully explained by him in 
last Tuesday’s H erald. 
Mr. Austin 
took the matter into court, applying for 
a writ of mandate to compel General 
Baldwin to execute the mandate. Judge 
O’Melveny yesterday in deciding the 
case ordered the writ of mandate to 
issue as prayeJ¡¡for. After reviewing the 
facts ot the case, as given in the testi­ 
mony, Judge O’Melveny said he was of 
the opinion that it was the duty of the 
Street Superintendent to prepare and 
execute the proper contract #nd to de­ 
liver the same to the contractor who was 
acting as the representative of the prop­ 
erty owners, upon the presentation to 
him by said agent of a sufficient bond 
and the payment of the expense of the 
notices, and in conclusion he ordered 
that a peremtory writ of mandate issue 
to Spperintendent Baldwin, ordering 
him to perform these acts. The attor­ 
neys representing the defendant said 
that they would serve a notice of appeal 
to the Supreme Court.

Beardslee, the Architect and General 
M anager of the San Pedro Harbor Com­ 
pany, to inaugurate the long expected 
improvements 
at the 
new tcwnsite, 
which 
has 
from 
th e 
first 
been 
most 
thoroughly appreciated, is an 
event in which all citizens of this county 
and the whole of Southern California, in 
common with tho H e r a l d , ha3 more 
than a passing interest. 
Your corres­ 
pondent therefore made an early call on 
th at gentlem an and asked him for such 
information as he felt disposed to furnish 
concerning the purposes of the company 
in which the public might be interested. 
In reply to questions Mr. Beardslee was 
very cordial and willingly entered into 
the 
fullest 
details 
of 
the 
com­ 
pany's 
plans, 
which 
comprehend, 
first, the erection of a business block 
60x100 feet, two stories h ig h ; the first 
floor to be devoted to business offices and 
a restau ran t; the second floor, of twenty- 
five rooms, to offices and lodging rooms. 
This block is situated on the corner of 
G rant and Pacific avenues. In it will be 
located the offices of the company. 
The 
rem ainder of the building has already 
been leased for a term of five years to a 
gentlem an who will run a first-class res­ 
taurant, a billiard hall and bar on the 
first floor, while the upper floor will be 
fitted up and rented for office or lodging 
purposes. As soon as this work is fairly 
started, that of grading the streets, put­ 
ting in waterworks, setting out shade 
trees and other general improvements 
will be inaugurated, and very soon, also, 
th e construction of the magnificent hotel, 
w hich will be erected in a 10-acre park 
reserved for that purpose on the point 
just east of the lighthouse, and overlook­ 
ing the bay on the east and the ocean 
th e south and west.

Pnrcell, from Newcastle, N. S. W ., was 
hailed off Point Vincent by Captain D. 
W . Weldt, the regularly appointed pilot 
for this port, who tendered his services, 
but the captain of the ship declined, 
stating that he had been at this port be­ 
fore and did not require his assistance.

The pilot, whose assist­ 
ance had been declined, was the first 
man on board after she struck and ren­ 
dered the officers and crew valuable 
assistance. The tugs Falcon and W ar­ 
rior tried to pull her off, but could not do 
so, she being too firmly settled on the reef. 
She is of 1.629 tonB register and, carried 
2,300 tons of coal for the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, consigned to W. B. Chapman, 
of San Francisco.

The patient is greatly aunoyed by 
the constant dropping into th e throat of the 
morbid m atter from tn e head, aud as a recum ­ 
bent position naturally favors the flow down­ 
ward, his rest is frequently disturbed from 
this cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie 
with the head very m uch elevated in order to 
sleep with some degree of com fort. 
In 
others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind and above the soft pal­ 
ate,iu the passage between the throat au d head, 
adhering to the parts w ith gluish tenacity.

The tanpudent gerrymander of the city 
in the interest of the Republican party 
ongtit to insure the defeat of the proposed 
Charter even if it were otherwise a per­ 
fect and acceptable measure, which it is 
far from being.

The Re­ 
publicans foisted a gerrymandering ap­ 
portionment upon the State of New York 
tears ago, whioh has enabled that party to 
send Republicans to the United States 
Senate in spite of its pronounced Demo­ 
cratic majorities. Nor have the Demo­

ever 
been 
able, 
not­ 
withstanding tbeir popular majority in 
the State, to ever secure a Legislature 
that could revise this rascally apportion­ 
ment. If the proposed Charter for this 
city should be adopted we would be in 
the same fix in this city.

I f a n y proof were needed of the deep 
and cunning statesmanship of Harrison, 
it could be had from his proposition to 
divide the surplus among the States, 
with the understanding that the States 
ehould pay it back into the surplus!

Beef, mutton, lamb and 
veal ought to command a premium here­ 
abouts for some time to come; and the 
foul rumor will also doubtless advance 
the price of fowl. It is an ill wind that 
blows good to nobody. 


How is it that the city authorities have 
permitted the street railroad companies 
to lay double sets of rails in a number of 
narrow streets and each set so wide 
apart as to leave insufficient room on 
either side for a driveway ? Let anyone 
inspect the rails as laid on Ninth street 
and hold his temper. So it is with Sec­ 
ond street, below Main. People who 
drive through the city are in constant 
danger from projecting rails. 
If the 
street railroad companies owned this city 
they could not carry things with a higher 
hand. 


T h e main Democratic argument is that 
the fiscal change proposed by that party 
is going to reduce taxation. The “sur­ 
plus” in the Treasury, which has quite 
largely been “cooked” by the Adminis­ 
tration, is pointed out as the extent of 
the excessive taxation wrung from the 
people.—[S. F. Bulletin.

The Struggle Deepening in 
Indiana. 


GOV. 
HU.L-S 
CANVASS 
BEGUN. 


Two Rousing Speeches by the New 
York Statesm an—Blaine at 
Evansville. 


[ Associated Frees Dispatches to the H e r a l d . | 


M i t c h e l l , Ind., October 12.—Governor 
Hill, of New York, inaugurated his can­ 
vass of Indiana at this place to-day. He 
was met at tho depot by Governor Gray 
and others, and escorted to an adjacent 
grove where a large audience has assem­ 
bled. He was introduced by M. J. Nib- 
lo ck , and spoke as follows; 
F e l l o w C it i z e n s — Your State seems 
to be alive with enthusiasm and true 
Democracy. I come to add my testimony 
in favor of the wisdom and benefits 
which we have received -from a Demo­ 
cratic administration of the National 
affairs. To-day, all over this land, our 
people are engaged in the discussion of 
economic and industrial questions. Four 
years ago we were engaged in consider­ 
ing other questions, growing out of sec­ 
tional animosities between the various 
sections of our country, and to-day, my 
friends, we are permitted to discuss 
these economic and industrial questions, 
because under the wise and statesman­ 
like Administration of Grover Cleveland 
the country has been entirely and com­ 
pletely pacified. [Applanse.] 
The first point that I make in favor of 
the Democratic party this election is that 
the opportunity for a discussion of these 
questions, that concern every citizen, at 
his own home, is due to three and a half 
years of a National Democratic adminis­ 
tration. The Democratic party proposes 
a revival of the tariff. 
It does not pro­ 
pose a reduction of the tariff, but it pro­ 
poses simply a modification of it. 
We 
believe the time lias come when the ex­ 
cessive revenues of the Government 
should be diminished. 
We believe the 
best and truest interests of our country 
will bo subserved by a reduction of the 
present high rate of taxation. 
Need I 
argue before an intelligent audience like 
this, that it is best for this country that 
there should be an overflowing Treasury ? 
You know what a surplus in the Federal 
Treasury means. 
It means an oppor­ 
tunity for jobs of every character. 
It 
means useless and unnecessary expend 
itures of the public moneys. 
The Dem­ 
ocratic party, my friends, has given the 
country an issue in this campaign. It is 
an issue which has attracted the world 
with attention. We are in favor of a 
revision of the tariff, principally upon 
two points: 
First, we think raw material wherever 
it is possible so to do should be admitted 
free. We believe, in the second place, 
that taxes on the necessaries of life 
should be made as light as possible. 
Over these two points we may confident­ 
ly appeal to the people in this campaign. 
You are familiar with ttíe details of the 
Mills bill. I am not here to say that it 
is perfect in all its details, but in the 
main it is a measure reasonably free 
from objection and intended to subserve 
the best interests of the country. It is a 
measure in the interest of the tax-payers. 
the consumers, the farmers, the mechan­ 
ics and the laboring men of the country. 
When this question was first presented 
to Congress, last December, and you will 
recollect presented to Congress in a mes­ 
sage by the President of the United 
States, Grover Cleveland, you will recol­ 
lect what he told the country in refer­ 
ence 
to 
the 
necessity 
of 
some 
relief for the 
people. 
Have 
you 
forgotten how that message was received 
by our opponents in and out of Con­ 
gress ? In the first place they said there 
was no surplus, In the second place 
they said if there was a surplus it did 
not matter. They said: “ It is better, is 
it not, that we should have a surplus 
than deficiency.” They said: “It is un­ 
wise to disturb the business interests of 
the country by tinkering with the tariff. 
And they neglected no opportunity to 
discourage the presentation of this ques 
tion to the people of the United States. 
Nevertheless 
that message, which 
Btartled the country somewhat because 
of its boldness, its honesty, its candor, 
was acted upon by our Democratic Rep­ 
resentatives in the lower House of Con­ 
gress. The bill was opposed at every 
step, but our gallant Democratic mem­ 
bers of Congress persisted in the fight. 
They said to their opponents: “Propose 
a better measure; give us a better sub­ 
stitute ; do something for the relief of an 
over-burdened and tax-ridden people,” 
but our appeal to them was made in 
vain. They offered no substitute; they 
proposed no other bill. When the vote 
came, they contented themselves with 
the offering of a few amendments. The 
measure then went to the Republican 
Senate. The discussion of it was post­ 
poned, and finally, on the eve of the 
Presidential election, when they saw 
that the demand for tariff reform was 
sweeping 
over 
the country, at this 
eleventh hour, they pronose a measure 
for th8 reduction of the’ tariff and the 
reduction of taxation. 
The majority of 
the Finance Committee made a report. 
By that report they say that they find 
that the revenues of the Government 
are excessive. It seems to me we heard 
something like that in President Cleve­ 
land’s message last December. [Laugh­ 
ter.] 
They eaid that the demand for a 
reduction of the tariff seems to be im­ 
perative. 
We have heard that before. 
[Laughter.] 
They said there was a 
necessity for a revision so that the in­ 
equalities of the tariff should no longer 
be perpetuated. 
Then they presented their bill. I am 
not hero to discuss the wisdom of the de­ 
tails of that bill, but I am here to say in 
the light of these claims, in the light of 
these facts, in the light of the attitude of 
the Republicans in Congress and out of 
Congress, that the report of the Major­ 
ity of the Senate Committee, and the 
presentation of any bill by them, is a 
confession of the good judgment of all 
the positions taken by President Cleve­ 
land and the Democratic party in De­ 
cember last, r Applause.] 
The Democratic party in this cam­ 
paign is fighting the selfish few of the 
country on behalf of the masses of the 
people. [Cheers]. Why we have heard 
this same cry made before that if the 
tariff was changed at all, the business 
interests of the country would be injured. 
Let me give you an illustration. About 
twelve years ago 
there was a 
de­ 
mand that hides should 
be placed 
on the free list. The 
tanners 
ob­ 
jected. 
Congress finally placed this 
article on the free list, and the result has 
been that the tanning interest# have 
been increased. They have prospered 
as never before, and we are exporting 
more leather to-day than ever before in 
the history of the country. What is true 
in reference to this one article is true-a* 
we think in reference toothers. The 


same arguments, my friends, which were 
then urged against a reduction of tariff 
taxation, are urged now ; and the same 
arguments which they urge now can be 
urged five years from now, in ten and 
fifteen years from now. They were un­ 
sound then ; they are unsound now. 
During the course of his speech Gover­ 
nor Hill said he was happy to inform 
the Indiana Democrats that the vote of 
tie Empire State would be given to Cleve­ 
land and Thurman, in November; that 
there would be no mistake this time in 
the 
size 
of 
the majorities. 
The 
people there was aroused to the question 
of the hour. The National Congress had 
legislated in the interest of classes and 
the interest of monopolies long enough. 
It is now proposed to do eomething for 
the interest of the people. 
Before he closed he said: I notice that 
the distinguished gentleman from Maine, 
who is now iu this State, is telling tho 
people that all your brosperity is due to 
the protective tariff. This is simply noth­ 
ing more nor less than clap-trap and it 
will not deceive the intelligent people of 
this State. 
[Voices, “Never.”] 
He closed his speech with an elegant 
tribute to the late Thoa. A. Hendricks. 
Senator Raines was then introduced and 
spoke for twenty miuutc-s on the tariff is­ 
sues. 
He was followed by Governor 
Gray, who received an ovation. 
At 3 o’clock the party left Mitchell en 
route to Indianapolis Short stop-overs 
were made at Seymour and Columbus, 
and Governor Hill made short speeches.

D em ocracy. 
I n d i a n a p o l is , October 12.—Governor 
Hill and others arrived in Indianapolis 
at 8:15 to-night. A crowd of 2,000 or 
more was at the Union depot. The party 
took carriages and were escorted direct to 
Tomlinson Hall, where a mass meeting 
was in progress. As Governor Hill ap­ 
peared, escorted by Governor Gray and 
Chairman Jewett, the great audience 
rose and cheered 
vociferously. 
The 
demonstration continued several min­ 
utes and was most enthusiastic in char­ 
acter. Governor Hill did not conclude 
until 10 o’clock, having spoken over an 
hour. His earlier remarks were in a de­ 
gree similar to his address at Mitchell, 
otherwise ho 
spoke substantially as 
follows: 
Referring to the passage of the Mills 
bill and to the introduction of the recent 
Senate bill, he said: The Democratic 
platform states our position precisely. 
We believe there should be tariff duties 
sufficient to meet the expenses of the 
Government economically administered. 
We do not believe that under our Con­ 
stitution the Government has a right to 
impose taxes for any other express pur­ 
pose. 
We believe further that in the ad­ 
justment of the tariff it should be so ad­ 
justed that, as far as possible and as may 
be necessary, every interest of labor 
should be protected and every reasonable 
protection afforded to our industries. 
This much-abused Mills bill, it has 
been stated, will destroy the indus­ 
tries of our country; that it will reduce 
the wages of our laboring men. I deny 
both propositions emphatically. 
I am 
not now speaking of the articles placed 
upon the free list. That is one question. 
There is not a single manufactured arti­ 
cle upon which the duty is reduced upon 
which there is now left by this bill a 
sufficient revenue to represent the whole 
cost of the labor involved in its produc­ 
tion anywhere. Therefore the first posi­ 
tion that I take is that the Democratic 
party will pay thereby the protection of 
labor. But we do not believe that when 
a sufficient tariff is still left to represent 
the cost of the labor involved in produc­ 
tion, that it is necessary to still further 
burden the people simply to give an ex­ 
cessive profit to the monopolists and 
manufacturers. 
The speaker then took up the wool 
schedule in detail. Regarding the prob­ 
able defeat of the Mills hill in the Senate, 
he said: My friends, the Senate of the 
United States does not to-day represent 
a majority of tho people of this country. 
I desire to state that they maintain their 
ascendancy in the Senate of the United 
States by the reason of means that will 
not bear honest investigation in three 
States of this Union. The State of New 
York has been Democtatie now for several 
years. 
We 
have 
carried 
that 
State by majorities 
of 
from 
1,100, 
90,000 and 60,000, and one year 100,000 
over; but notwithstanding that fact, our 
opponents keep control of the Legislature 
of that State. le t me tell you how they 
do it. 
The Constitution of our State 
requires that every ten years there shall 
be an enumeration of the inhabitants of 
the State, and that enumeration shall be 
followed by a reapportionment of the 
Senate and Assembly districts; and in 
defiance of those plain provisions of the 
Constitution, the Republicans, that they 
may retain control of the 8enate and As­ 
sembly, have refused to carryout their 
Constitution, refused to order an enumera­ 
tion and refused to reapportion the Senate 
and Assembly districts of that State. For 
that reason the great Empire State of 
the Union is misrepresented by two Re­ 
publican Senators in the United States 
Senate. 
They do not represent the 
honest sentiments of the majority of the 
people of that State. [Applause.] 
I do not propose this evening to dis­ 
cuss the merits of the bill which thev 
propose as a substitute for it, in the Sen­ 
ate. I simply say they have presented 
this issue too late, whatever merit there 
may be in their bill. The people and 
tax-payers of this country are indebted 
to the Democratic party because they 
have forced the fighting upon this ques­ 
tion. But for the position assumed by 
the party there would be nothing ac­ 
complished upon this matter. 
What is the position of the Democratic 
party upon the tariff question ? We are 
opposed to excessive taxation, opposed 
to an unnecessarily high tariff. We be- 
jieve the time haB come when, without 
injury to any interest in this country, the 
taxeB can be reduced; that is the Demo­ 
cratic position. It is a position that is 
unassailable, and all the clamor of Re­ 
po blican politicians, 6imply to subserve 
party purposes, cannot change the hon­ 
est fair vote for the manlv position of 
the Democratic party. [Prolonged ap­ 
plause.] 
At the conclusion of Governor Hill’s 
address, Senator George S. Raines spoke 
and the meeting adjourned at a late 
hour. Governor Hill and party leave 
for Lafayette at 7 a . m .

W a s h in g t o n , October 12.—The 8enate 
resumed consideration of the Tariff bill. 
Chace continued the speech which he 
began yesterday. 
At the close of Chace’s remarks on the 
tariff, Dolph said some anxiety was felt 
on the North Pacific Coast in regard to 
the provisions of the S9nate bill as to the 
tariff on coal, and asked Allison if the 
Senate bill put coal on the free list iu 
any form. Allison said he had several 
inquiries in the same direction. Coal 
stack or culm coal is put on the free list, 
but that is one of the mistakes in the bill 
and 
should 
have 
been 
corrected 
before 
the 
bill 
was reported. 
It 
was 
the 
intention of the Finance 
Committee (at least of the majority) that 
coal slack or culm should pay duty as 
now or perhaps an increased duty. The 
committee proposes to fix all coal on the 
dutiable list at the rate now provided by 
law, 75 cents per ton. That is one of the 
amendments which the committee will 
propose at the proper time. 
Call reviewed Platt’s argument of yes­ 
terday as to a sectional conspiracy 
against labor. 
The Democratic party, he said, had 
formulated and placed before the country 
a proposition to the effect that the 
method of reduction should be to reduce 
the tax on the articles of general con­ 
sumption. The Republican party had 
antagonized that proposition and insisted 
that a duty on a large proportion of the 
articles necessary for human life should 
not be reduced, but should be increased, 
and that taxation was a benefit and not 
an injury to the people of the country. 
That was tho great issue to be considered 
by the people.

It was built on a 
definite principle, the maintenance of 
the old doctrine of protection, that 
which had been the doctrine of the coun­ 
try and that was the doctrine of all the 
leading civilized nations, with one excep­ 
tion. He was going where the jury w’as 
with the bill, wliich had been presented 
and its purposes set forth. 
Reagan next addressed the Senate. 
He favored the House bill as against the 
Senate hill* though he would not say that 
he would vote for every item in one, or 
against every item in the other. 
In the course of his speech the state­ 
ment by Reagan as to the amount an­ 
nually transferred to the pockets of the 
manufacturers through the operation of 
the tariff, attracted the attention of Al­ 
drich, who desired an explanation of the 
statement, bnt Aldrich’s inquiries and 
Regan’s explanations seemed to involve 
the matter more and more, and after 
spending nearly an hour over the sub­ 
ject in an effort to disentangle it, it was 
abandoned. 
Conference report on the bill for the 
Fourth of J uly claims and on the bill to 
retire General Pleasanton as Major, were 
presented and agreed to. 
Mitchell offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, instructing the Committee 
on Mines and Mining to inquire into the 
cause of the arrears of work in the Gen­ 
eral Land Office. Alter a brief execu­ 
tive sesfiion the Senate adjourned till 
Monday. 
HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 12.—The House 
adopted the conference report on the bill 
for the payment of the Fourth of July 
claims, and then went into committee of 
the whole on the private calendar, the 
pending business being the Senate bill 
for the incorporation of the Maritime 
Canal Company of Nicaragua. 
Fuller, of Iowa, while 
subscribing 
heartily to the idea that the Atlantic ana 
Pacific orean should be connected by a 
canal, pointed out the objections to the 
pending measure, which he contended 
was loosely drawn. If it was so amended 
as to protect the public, he would with­ 
draw his opposition to its passage. He 
offered an amendment providing that the 
directors, with the approval of the ma­ 
jority of the stockholders, may adopt 
regulations and by-laws, but no change 
in the by-laws shall be made except by a 
majority vote of the stockholders at a 
special meeting. After considerable de­ 
bate a vote was taken on the amendment, 
which resulted, yeas 28, nays 8. 
Turner, of Kansas, raised the point of 
no quorum. 
The Committee thereupon 
rose. 
Hooker, of Mississippi, presented the 
conference report on the bill for the relief 
of Gen. Alfred Pleasanton, with the rank 
of Major. 
Oates, of Alabama, asked coneent to 
print on the records some remarks on the 
subject of tariff. It was due to the 
House to state that what he desired to 
y 
rint was an eseay by G. W. Stone,Chief 
ustice of the Supreme Court of Alabama, 
and was more of a legal than a political 
argument. Mr. Farquhar, óf New York, 
however, objected to Mr. OateB’ request. 
If the House started to print the essays 
of outsiders it might as well print the 
Democratic campaign book. 
Adjourned 
until Monday.

lived here before, and to have left this 
county in 1880, prior to 
the pas­ 
sage of the Restriction act. 
Both Chi­ 
nam en arrived here last week and 
they base their claim to land upon the 
fact th at the Exclusion bill was passed 
after they had left H ong Kong and while 
they were on the sea, and therefore they 
had no notice of its passage. 
In the first case that of Chai Chan 
Ping, U nited States District Attorney 
Carey argued th at conceding that the 
C hinam an was on the high seas wh?n 
the Exclusion Act went into éuect, Con­ 
gress had a right to stop immigration, 
and while the President recognized that 
the Chinese on steam ers had equities, 
th e proceedings covered points of law 
only. The citizens of the United States

Our countries, guided by 
great sovereigns won their unity by the 
sword. The analogy between our his­ 
tories im plies a perpetual agreement be­ 
tween our people, for the maintenance 
of that unity is the surest guarantee of 
peace. 
Our relations have found their 
m ost appropriate expression in the m ag­ 
nificent reception which Rome has ac­ 
corded to me.

L o n d o n, October 12 .—Mackenzie, in 
his book on the case of the late Em peror 
Frederick, states th at after the late Em' 
peror’s death an attem pt was made to 
entrap him into false representation, and 
it was therefore settled that no post­ 
mortem exam ination should be made. 
Da. M ackenzie was urged to write his 
opinion as to th e nature of the disease, 
doubtless in th e hope that, thinking 
him self safe from exposure, he would 
answ er abiguously, but he disconcerted 
his enemies by declaring the disease 
cancer of the larynx. He contends that 
the operation of tracheotomy in the case 
of cancer is of a deadly character, the 
m ortality am ounting to ninety per cent. 
H e also contends th a t in the majority of 
cases it is inadequate for a complete re­ 
moval of the growth, the average recur­ 
rences amounting to almost ninety per 
cent. Dr. Mackenzie claims that in a 
case of such transcendant importance, 
such an operation would not have been 
justified without the clearest proof of its 
necessity, which he declares was not 
forthcoming 
until 
a 
late 
period 
of the Em peror’s illness. 
Dr. Ger- 
h ard t’s testimony is held by Dr. Mac­ 
kenzie to be th a t of a discredited 
rival, and he dismisses the evidence of 
Dr. Langral on the grounds of his lack 
of skill in the use of the laryngoscope, 
which was so marked that the Emperor 
was with difficulty prevented from dis­ 
missing him . 
Dr. Mackenzie objects to 
Dr. Bram an’s evidence, and cites testi­ 
mony of experts*like Drs. Kraus, Wolf- 
eneen and H owell in rebuttal. 
He con­ 
dem ns G erhardt’s ruthless cauterization 
for mauy consecutive days as utterly un­ 
exam pled, and as likely to irritate the 
■disease, if benign, into a malignant form.
